A Sp ecial M eetin g o f th e City 
j 
Co u n cil Called . 


A terriific report accompanied by a violent 
agitation of the earth startled a city full of 
Bleeping people at 1:15 o’clock this morning. 
The reverberations lasted for several seconds 
and houses trembled on their foundations 
long after the report had died away. 
A few 
moments of silence followed, dnring which 
thousands of people lay in breathless suspense 
many 
of 
them 
waiting 
for the 
sec­ 
ond " 
shock . ; of 
_ an 
earthquake. 
Then the silence, Which had become oppres­ 
sive was fairly pierced by the violent ringing 
of the lue bell and in another instant the 
northern horizon was a blaze of red light. 
The streets were filled with the sound of lair­ 
ing feet and exclamations of alarm and won­ 
der. 
Thousands of men left their homes to 
learn the cause of such 
an extraordinary 
midnight demonstration. 
In a few minutes the brow of the bluff at 
Campbell and Second streets was crowded 
with people who were rewarded for their ener­ 
getic curiosity by one of the most thrilling 
sights ever presented as the result of a great 
calamity 
in 
this 
city. 
The 
bluff 
at 
this point rises almost perpendicularly about 
2 0 0 feet. 
At its base is a stiip of level land 
about 3 0 0 feet wide, extending to the east 
bank of the Missouri river. 
This narrow tract 
is occupied by the Kansas City Gas compa­ 
ny's plant, which extends from the bluff to 
the river. 
It comprises two monstrous res­ 
ervoirs at the base of the bluff and three big 
brick structures across Front street near the 
river bank. 
When the people reached the 
brow of the bluff, 2 0 0 feet above the works, 
the main building was a blazing ruin, light­ 
ing up the 
icy 
surface 
of 
the 
Mis­ 
souri for 
miles 
and 
showing 
clearly 
the struggles of the fireman in their efforts to 
rescue a buried workman. 
It was a terrific 
tragedy presented with all the thrilling effects 
of red light and imparing surroundings, and 
was well worth the effort and exposure re­ 
quired as an admission fee. 
Hundreds of 
people who did not venture to descend the 
prec ipitous flight of icy steps down the face 
of the bluff returned to their beds with the 
conviction that there had been a frightful ex­ 
plosion of gas. 
It seemed difficult for the 
average citizen to realize that any other than 
a gas explosion could occur at the gas works. 
The fact was, gas had nothine to do with the 
explosion. 
It was clearly the rasult of dy­ 
namite. 
Shortly after 1 
o’clock, this morning, J u­ 
lius Klossen, the night Engineer, was sitting 
in a chair at the head of his boiler when, to 
use his own language, “ the first ihing I knew 
1 was covercd with bricks and timbers, and 
boiling water was gushing over me. 
I scream­ 
ed for lie!]* and then I was unconscious until 
they dragged me out au hour later.” 
Slossan 
will escape wi'.h his life but ho is badly in­ 
jured about the head and his right leg is bro­ 
ken. 
The following diagram will give an ira- 
peerfect impression of the location of the 
various buildings composing the plant: 
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West. 
The 
city’s 
gas supply 
originates, 
is 
manufactured in fact, in the retort building. 
It is then carried through the purifying build­ 
ing v here it is cooled and purified. 
From 
the purifying building it is forced by the 
pumps into the big round reservoirs across 
Front street thence into the city mains. The 
boiler and engine rooms where Slossen was 
buried, are in the east end of the purifying 
house which was the seat of the explosion. At 
about 1 o’clock there were twenty-five men 
t moloyed in the retort building and the man­ 
ufacture cf gas was in progress as usual. 
The damage to tlii > building was confined 
principally to the roof and was the result of 
falling brick 
and debris. 
The purifying 
house is a total wreck, the walls having been 
blown brick from brick and the roof scat­ 
tered to the four winds of heaven. 
The fact 
that dynamite was the cause of the explosion 
is proved conclusively by the condition of the 
gas apparatus and boiler. 
It is plain beyond 
all possibility of a doubt that there was no 
explosion 
of 
either 
gas 
or 
steam. 
The boiler is uninjured except from external 
influences, and the purifying boxes and pipes, 
which were full of gas at the time, evidently 
were not exploded. 
Then the character of 
the explosion points to dynamite as a cause. 
It is a well known fact that gas, when it ex­ 
plodes, gives everything an upward impetus, 
and that dynamite s power goes down toward 
the earth. 
The wreck of the purifying house 
shows that the very earth on which it rested 
was upheav ed. 
Had it been an explosion of 
gas the 
reservoirs 
and 
the 
retort 
house 
would • 
have 
been 
blown 
to 
pieces 
as all are directly connected. 
A few seconds 
before the explosion occurred William Patton, 
an employe in the retort house, saw a light 
fla*li along the ground in the rear of the puri­ 
fying house and towards its northern wall. 
Before he could give an alarm the crash 
came. 
The use of dynamite is accounted for 
on the theory that the discharged strikers, 
whose demands were refused by the company 
several weeks ago, resorted to this means of 
obtaining 
revenge. 
There were twenty 
or 
more 
of 
them, 
and 
it 
is 


paid 
that 
some 
of 
them 
have 
indulged in threats. 
One of the present em­ 
ployes of the company, a day worker, who 
sleeps in the same room with one of the dis­ 
charged strikers, jumped out of bed this 
morning all excitement when he heard the ex­ 
plosion and saw the flames. 
“ Don’t get ex­ 
cited,” said one of the strikers. 
“ You can’t 
do any good. 
It’s all over. 
After delivering 
this speech with a knowing, satisfied expres­ 
sion he turned over and went to sleep. 
The 
employe who furnishes this testimony will 
be examined by the president of the compa­ 
ny to-day. 
It is thought arrests willow soon. 
The damage to the company’s plant is vari­ 
ously estimated from $ 5 0 ,0 0 0 to $ 2 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
It is difficult to tell just what the loss will be 
until the wreck is cleared away. 
The purify - 
inff house was wisely selected by the dyna­ 
miters for the seat df the explosion because it 
is the vital part of the system. 
It connects 
the retort or manufacturing house with the 
reservoirs and no gas can be manufactured 
until it is replaced. 
One of the reservoirs 
was empty this morning and the other contains 
about three hour’s supply for the city. Many 
people suppose those reservoirs contained 
a month’s supply when full, but the fact is, 
both of them cannot hold more than one 
night’-« i**>tpp?y. 
Colonel Payne, the president 
of the company, says it will take six weeks to 
put the plant in working order. 
In the mean 
time the loss to the company through its ina­ 
bility to meet its contract with thecity and in­ 
dividuals, will be enormous. 
The officers of 
the company, while they refuse to say that it 
was dynamite, did it simply to point out the 
significant facts that it was neither steam nor 
gas. 
The 
purifying 
house 
is 
simply 
a 
mass 
of 
bricks 
and 
iron and of course a total loss. 
The retort 
house is but slightly injured and the office 
building, which also contains valuable appar­ 
atus is not seriously damaged. 
The tanks 
across Second street were both damaged but 
not in vital parts. 
Had the tanks exploded, 
there could have been no more gas supplied 
this winter because they cannot be constructed 
in cold weather. 
The force of the explosion 
was more felt than heard throughout the city. 
It actually rocked houses on their foundations 
a 
mile 
distant 
in 
the 
eastern 
part 
of the city. 
Doors and windows were blown 
in for blocks around. 
Had not the city been 
protected from the force of the explosion by 
the big bluff, it is difficult to conceive of the 
damage that would have resulted. 
As* it was, 
the explosion spent itself on one side on a 
level stretch of frozen river and on the other 
against the stone face of the bluff. 


L am p s in Groat D e m an d . 
The demand for lamps to-day was so great 
that fully one-half of the leading dealers had 
almost completely exhausted their stock be­ 
fore noon, and had telegraphed for a new 
supply. 
It seemed as if everybody wanted 
lamps, and all day hundreds of people could 
be seen dodging about the streets with their 
hands full of burnished burners, lamp chim­ 
neys and oil cans. 
The scene at Bullene, 
Moores & Emery’s, Erwin A Eaton's, T. M. 
J ames's and other places where lamps are 
sold 
was 
amusing 
to 
witness. 
The 
doors 
opened 
and 
closed 
incess­ 
antly 
all 
day 
long, 
and 
the 
large 
rooms were jammed with people who scram­ 
bled and jostled each other in their efforts to 
get their orders filled. 
The first customers 
called for electric lamps, and in a few hours 
the stock was exhausted, and the plain glass 
ware that had been standing untouched on 
shelves for months, were eagerly purchased. 
Until to-day no one had even a vague idea of 
the number of families in the city who were 
wholly dependent upon gas for illuminating 
purposes, and the demand for lamps was a 
surprise even to the dealers. 
All the leading dealers in queensware were 
well stocked with Christmas goods, but these 
failed to meet a quarter of the demand. Costly 
hand lamps, student lamps and, in fact, ail 
kinds of lamps disappeared from stock with 
wonderful 
rapidity. 
Before 
1 0 
o’clock 
T. M. J anies A Co. have sold 10 0 dozen, 
while the sales of other firms were reported 
enormous, 
At Bullene, Moores A Emery’s 
the supply of everything but common grades, 
was 
soon practically exhausted: the same 
story was told at G. W. J ones’s and, also, at 
other points visited by a S t All reporter. 
At 
all the stores, however, it was announced that 
a new stock would be received _early to-mor­ 
row morning. 
Every drug store in the city 
was also crowded with lamp customers, while 
grocery dealers were kept busy filling orders 
tor oil. 
Even the modest tallow dip was not 
ignored. 
It is impossible 
to give any accurate 
information as to the number of lamps sold, 
but a queensware dealer who had made a tour 
of the large houses, stated to a reporter, that, 
in his estimation, fully 3 0 0 dozen were sold 
daring the day. 
This 
estimate at first 
glance 
seems 
altogether 
too 
large, 
but 
it 
must 
be 
remembered 
that the thousands of families were wholly 
without lamps and when the gas supply was 
shut of each household had to purchase from 
three to a half dozen lamps. 
THE HOTELS. 
The proprietors of hotels were among the 
first to make purchases this morning and 
most of them succeeded in getting the supply 
needed. 
The dining room and office of the 
Coates house will be lighted by electricity 
and the rooms will be lighted by candles. 
The Brunswick. St. J ames and Centropolis 
will be lighted as far as possible by lamps 
but if not enough of « these can be obtained, 
candles will be used. 
PLACES OF AMUSEMENT. 
The gas explosion will not seriously inter­ 
fere with the plays on the boards. 
The 
Coates opera house 
will 
be lighted 
by 
electricity and calcium lights. 
Arrangements 
have also been made to furnish the Gillis 
with the necessary light. 
The Museum will be lighted by a special 
gas machine which has been put in for the 
occasion.

“ All I am willing to say about *be cause of 
the explosion,” said Col. Payne, the president 
of the gps company, “ is that it was neither 
steam, gas nor spontaneous combustion. 
The 
boilers are intact, the g as apparatus has evi­ 
dently only been damaged by external causes, 
and there is no foundation for a spontaneous 
combust ion theory. ” 
“ When will you be able to supply the city 
with gas again? ” 
‘ It is difficult to determine just how much 
time our repairs will consume. 
I have tele­ 
graphed to Fort Wayne, Ind., for a builder 
of purifiiers, and will put a large gang of 
men to work at once.” 
“ Will you turn the three hour’s supply 
your tanks contain into the city mains to­ 
night V’ 
‘ No. 
I will keep that gas in the tanks. It 
would not be good for the tanks to let it all 
go. What little gas I have would do no good 
anvway." 
Is it true that the dynamiters turned off 
the city's supply before the explosion took 
place? ” 
“ No. there is no truth in that report. 
At 
least if the gas was turned off’ it was prompt- 
Iv turned on again. ” 
’ “ What will be the loss to the company as a 
result of its inability to keep its contract with 
the eitv and individuals? ’ 
“ That also is difficult to answer accurately, 
VYe will lose about $ 2 0 ,0 0 0 during the re­ 
mainder of this month. ” 
“ What is the actual loss at the plant? 
“ About ,$ 75,000. 
At least I hope now 
this figure will cover it. ” 
It is apparent from this estimate that the 
loss up to the end of this month will be at 
least $ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
The company is investi­ 
gating the cause of the explosion with a view 
to convicting the perpetrators, but little can 
be done until the debris is cleared away. 


Something rnuat be done, that is sure,” re- i 
marked Mayor Moore to a S tab reporter. “ I I 
think the police should be temporarily in- j 
creased and I shall at oane consult Chief 
Speers eii the subject. 
I think a meeting of 
some kind should be called. 
Chief Speers seemed to think there is no 
necessity for an increase of the force and 
said the citizens need fear no 
increase 
in lawlessness. 
The patrolmen will reseivo 
special instructions to be watchful and arrest 
all suspicious persons found hanging about 
the srreets. 
Mayor Moore issued a call for a special 
meeting of the council to be held this after­ 
noon. 
At the. hour of going to press the al­ 
dermen were putting in appearance, but the 
meeting h id not been called to order.

It will be, in all probability, a month, or two 
before the gas company will be able to supply 
the city with light. 
Meanwhile the utmost 
precaution should be taken to protect the 
lives and property of citizens. 
The present 
police force is small, and with the utmost vig­ 
ilance will be unable to guard the city a* it 
shouhl.be guarded during the aiexMrç&ntije*.

A "Winter C yclon e.

Ch ester, 111., Dec. 9 .—A terrific wind and 
rain stonu passed just above this city at 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon at the prison, a 
half mile from the city limits. 
The cyclone 
did its first work on this side of the river. 
It came from the southwest, and its roaring 
could be heard for sometime before it began 
its work of devastation. 
Striking the prison 
buildings, the warden’s house was first par­ 
tially unroofed. 
The roof was torn from the 
chapel, and a portion of the roof of the cell 
house, shoe shop and all the small buildings 
followed. 
The new state shop, in process of 
construction, was leveled to the ground. 
All 
the guard’s boxes were blown from the stock­ 
ade, and a large part of the fence was also 
torn away. 
The residence of Bob Weston 
near the prison was unroofed. 
The storm 
struck the prison as the men were being 
marched into the cel! house for the night. 
During the time J oe Yillmore, a life man, 
was blown against one of the buildings and 
had a leg broken. The chimneys on one of the 
buildings was blown down, and in its fall 
struck a life man from Texas by the name of 
Wilkinson, and injured him so that his life is 
despaired of. 
Captain A. J . Nichols, on duty 
iu one of the watch boxes, was blown from 
his station and seriously injured. 
The total 
damage at the prison will not bp obtainable 
until late to-day. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF THE STORM. 
C h e s t e r , III., Dec. 9 . —The buildings of 
the Southern Illinois penitentiary at t his place 
were badly damaged and some of the inmates 
seriously injured by a cyclone last evening. 
Portions of the warden’s and the cell house 
roof were swept away, as was also that of the 
shoe shop. 
The new building being erected 
for a state shop and a large part of the st >ek- 
I ade was blown down, together with the guard 
I house. A guard named Nichols

T1 IE MESSAGE. 
The message of the p resident was p rinted 
in the p ostscrip t of T h e 
S t a r yesterday 
evening, but did not, because of the lateness 
of the hour of p ublication, reach the great 
majority of our readers. 
As it has since been 
p ublished in the morning p ap ers of the coun­ 
try we rep rint only such p ortions as we feel 
will excite most interest. 
These include the 
consideration of the coinage and silver ques- 
custom duties and the tariff, and the re- 
^ ^ ^ r o r n r ^ f the civil service. 
On these questions the p resident takes a 
very p ositive p osition. 
His language is p lain 
and unequivocal. 
He discusses the silver 
question fiee’y, and concludes as follows: 
“I recommend the susp ension of the com­ 
p ulsory coinage of silver dollars, directed by 
the law p assed in February, 1878." He re­ 
views the condition of the treasury, and thus 
wisely calls the attention of congress to its 
duty in the p remises: 
The fact that our revenues are in excess of 
the actual needs of an economical adminis­ 
tration of the government justifies a reduc­ 
tion in the amount exacted from the p eop le 
for its sup p ort.

scrup ulously limited to i he actual necessity of 
exp enditure and distributed according to a 
just ami equitable p lan. We should also deal 
with the subject, in such a manner as 
to

workingmen.Its stability and p rop er remuner­ 
ation furnish the most justifiable p retext for 
a p rotective p olicy. Within due limitations 
certain reductions should be made in our cus­ 
toms revenue. The amount of such reduction 
having been, determined, the inquiry follows, 
where can it best be initiated and what arti­ 
cles can best be released from duty in the 
interest of our citizens? I think the reduction 
should be made in the revenue derived from a 
tax up on the Imp orted necessaries of life. WTe 
thus direct ly lessen the cost of living in every 
family of the land and release to the p eop le in 
every humble home a large measure of the 
rewards of frugal industry. 
In his treatment of the civil service ques- 
tionthere is no evasion or dodging. There isno 
evidence of change in sentiment with the 
p resident in his changed condition from can­ 
didate to actual occup ant of the p residential 
office. 
We rep rint the following extract from 
his remarks on this subject: 
Exp erience in its administration will p roba­ 
bly suggest amendment of the methods of its 
execution, bu.t I venture to hop e that we shall 
never again be remitted to the system which 
distributes p ublic p ositions p urely as rewards 
for p artisan services.

ENFORCE T H E LAW.

To the Editor of The Star: 
It is evident that unless the p enalty attach­ 
ed to the comp ulsory sewer connection ordi- 
naue is enforced in the p olice cou rt, the law 
will soon be treated with contemp tuous in­ 
difference by p rop erty owners. 
The ordi­ 
nance is a good one, aud of most vital im­ 
p ortance to the health of the city, but unless 
the p rop erty owner is intelligent enough to 
ap p reciate the necessity of its p rovisions, it 
is difficult to enforce. 
I do not. wish to be 
misunderstood as to where the resp onsibility 
for the inefficiency of this law rests. It is not 
with the officers of the health dep artment for 
they are ap p arently active in the discharge of 
their duty. 
They p rosecute the search for 
defective and offensive cessp ools aud vaults 
and arrest the p rop erty owner when he refuses 
to make the sewer 'connection, ^ but their 
authority ends here. 
It then devolves on the 
judge of the p olice court to imp ose^ the fine, 
fixed bv the law at not less than $f> or more 
than $100. 
The objection I raise occurs 
here. 
The fine is not imp osed on the rigid 
system governing p lain drunks and other 
jnisdemeanors. 
For instance, I know a land­

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TH E MESSAGE. 
The messag e o f the president was priuted 
in the postscript o f T h e S tar yesterday 
evening , but did not, because o f the lateness 
o f the hour o f publication, reach the g reat 
majority o f our readers. 
As it has since been 
published in the,morning papers of the coun­ 
try we reprint only such portions as we feel 
will ex cite most interest.

'H o n, custom duties and the tariff, and the re- 
lo rw\>f the civil service. 
On these questions the president tab's a 
very positive position. 
His lang uag e is plain 
and unequivocal. 
He discusses the silver 
question freely, nnd concludes an follows: 
“ I recommend the suspension o f the com­ 
pulsory coinag e of silver dollars, directed by 
the law passed in February, 1878." 
He re­ 
views the condition o f the treasury, and thus 
wisely calls the attention of cong ress to its 
duty iu the premises: 
The fact that our revenues are in ex cess of 
the actual needs o f an eco no m ical adm inis­ 
tration of the g o vernm ent justifies a reduc­ 
tion in the amount ex acted from the people 
for its support. Our g overnment. js but the 
m eans established by the will of a free people 
by which certain principles are applied which 
tncy have adopted for their benefit and pro ­ 
tectio n, and is never better administered, and 
its true merit is never better observed than 
when the peo ple’s tax atio n for its support is 
scrupulo usly limited to the actual necessity of 
ex penditure and distributed acco rding to a 
just and equitable plan. We sho uld also deal 
with the

working men.Its stability and proper remuner­ 
ation furnish the m ost justifiable pretex t for 
a pro tective policy. 
Within due lim itatio ns 
certain reductions should be made in our cu s­ 
to ms revenue. The amount of such réductio n 
having been determined, the inquiry follows, 
where can it best be initiated and what arti­ 
cles ean best be released from duty in the 
interest of our citizens? I think the reduction 
should be made in the revenue derived from a 
tax upon the imported necessaries of life. We 
thus directly lessen the co st of living in every 
family of the land and release to the people in 
every humble home a larg e measure of the 
rewards of frug al industry. 
In his treatment o f the civil service ques­ 
tion there is no evasion or dodg ing . There isno 
evidence o f chang e in sentiment with the 
president in his chang ed condition from can­ 
didate to actual occupant o f the presidential 
office.
